G.S.R. 1217.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub-rules (2) and (3.) 
of rule 125 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Kerosene (Price Control), Order, 
1663, namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Kerosene (Price Control) Fourth 
Amendment Order, 1965. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the official 
Gazette, 

2. This Order shall apply to stocks on which duty at the higher rates proposed 
in the Finance (No. 2) Bill. 1965, has actually been paid. 
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3. In the Kerosene (Price Control) Order, 1963, for the Schedule, the follow¬ 
ing Schedule shall be substituted namely: — 

"Schedule 

Description of Kerosene. Amount 

(a) Superior 

(i) In bulk per kilolitre One hundred and fifty three rupees 

and two paise. 

(11) A tin containing 18.5 litres. Three rupees and one paisa. 

(iii) A bottle containing 3 /4th Eleven paise.

(b) Inferior 

(1) In bulk per kilolitre Forty one rupees and twenty nine 

paise. 

(U) A tin containing 18.3 litres. Ninety-four paise. 

(ill) A bottle containing 3/4th Three paise. 

of a litre. 

(c) Aviation Turbine Fuel 

In bulk per kilolitre One hundred and fifty two rupees 

and ninety seven paise. 

Explanations.—■(!) In respect of each variety of kerosene imported or re¬ 
fined at Bombay and sold In bulk In places which are normally link¬ 
ed to Bombay as the supply centre the amount specified in the se¬ 
cond column shall be increased by eleven paise. 

(II) In respect of superior kerosene, inferior kerosene and aviation tur¬ 
bine fuel imported at Calcutta or refined and sold in bulk in p’aces 
which are normally linked to Calcutta as the supply centre the 
amount specified in the second column shall be increased by thirteen, 
thirty-one and twelve paise, respectively.’'
